On  the  Manchurlan  front  General 
BemenofTs  Cossacks  have  reached  the

kaJla.  A  detachment  of  Japanese 
cavalry,  coverinc  the  richt  winsr.  took 
Chlnaryans  after  a  sharp  flsht  and 
captured  100  prisoners  and  a  baff- 
fface  train.

•What  ar«  the  facta?"  aak«  voa 
nindcnburt.  In  the  Bast  we  have 
forced  peace,  and  la  ihe  Weat  also 
are  strong  enouyh  to  do  so,  despite 
the  Americans.  But  We  must  be 
aivonc  and  united." 

The  manifesto  proceods  to  say  that 
the  Alliea  are  trytnr  to  force  neutral 
aaUons  ta  flsht  against  (Senpany, 
tBeeanse  We  are  a  match  for  them. 
Why  does  the  enemy  incite  colored 
people  acmlnst  the  Gefman  soldiers? 
Because  he  w^nU  t<^annlhllate  us." 

Referring  to  a  1ei|l«t  advising  the 
(Hrmans  to  flght  against  the  Hohen- 
rollems  and  capitalism  and  to  help 
the  Itetente  give  Germany  a  better 
constitution,    the    proclamation    says: 

"The  enemy  knows  what  atrength 
resides  In  tnr  state  and  empire  and 
endeavor  to  open  wounds  In  the  Ger- 
man body  politic  with  leafleta  and 
rumors.  He  endeavors  to  aow  'dls- 
aenaion  and  distrust  among  the 
federal  states.  We  seised  on  Lake 
Constance  manr  thousands  of  leafleta 
which  were  being  sent  to  Bavaria  to 
stir  up  feeling  agaihatthe  North  Ger- 
mans. 

"There  have  alwa/r  been  traitors 
to  the  Fatherland,  wttUag  and  tmwlt- 
|»Bg.  They  mostly  dwell  in  neotmtl 
pountries,  la  order  not  ta  ba  oMIgSd 
to  share  oar  batUei  and  dCptJvafltM* 
Pr  be  executed  ak'tiittors."

the  awkflR  read  waa  held  in 
craat  (uiiMt^aad  the  Ontario  batta- 
lion waa  nNMnowhat  eut  up  before  It 
captured  the  14  maoblne  gun  poata 
In  front  of  It.  This  waa  the  aame 
battaUon  that  in  tbe  Amlena  show 
captured  L«  Quaenel  la  the  face  of 
yery  etronc  enemy  defences,  Includ- 
Ina  whln-banv  batterlee  and  machine 
gun  neats.  That  auteceaa  waa  ae- 
eompllahed  by  a  brilliant  turning 
movement,  and  the  reault  waa  the 
capture  of  a  complete' divlaional  bead- 
quartera  and  vaat  stores  which  gave 
all  ranka  in  the  battalion  a  change 
€>f  underwear  and  new  boota  Nothing 
of  the  kind  waa  possible  here,  but 
the  batUllon  went  grimly  forward 
until  It  carried  tha  craat  by  aaaautt 
and  turned  In  a  large  number  of  prl- 
aonera 

Stnnig  I>efeaoe  Oroand 

This  battalion  belongs  to  the  bri- 
gade that  captured  and  haa  since 
oonaolldated  the  apex  of  the  Bensee 
river  and  the  Canal  do  Nord  triangle. 
A  Quebec  battalion  fought  through 
the  marahy  ground  along  the  river. 
This  area  {s  dlasected  by  ditches  and 
waa  filled  with  machine  gun  poata. 
Some  British  land  battleships  had 
very  stiff  fighting  before  this  hor- 
neta'  nest  was  cleaned  out,  and  we 
had  esUblished  ourselves  aolldly  be- 
tween the  rlvar  and  the  canal.

Down  the  Cambral  roadt  through 
Vla-en-Artois,  past  Dury  on  the  left 
and  Vlllers_lea-Cagnicburt  on  the 
right,  all  is  desolate.  It  is  a  typical 
No  Man's  Land.  The  countryside  ta 
pitted  with  shell  holes  and  scarred  by 
trenches.  The  avenues  of  trees  along 
the  road  remain  blasted  stumps. 
There  Is  not  a  green  thing.  Every- 
where Is  the  debris  of  war.  Broken 
lorries,  apllntered  remnants  of  an 
armored  car,  the  twisted  rails  of  a 
light  railway.  Everywhere  are 
horses  in  various  stages  of  decompo- 
sition. Here  and  there  are  rows  of 
our  dead,  waiting  the  burial  parties. 
Over  all  is  a  brooding  stench  of  de- 
cay and  stale  gaa. 

Gangs  of  our  engineers  are  at  work 
mending  the  roadbed.  Re-laying  the 
steel,  digging  out  the  ditches,  the 
battlefield  of  yesterday  becomes  the 
human  workshop  of  today.  Paaa 
over  It  again  next  week  and  there 
win  be  an  ordered  highway.  But  a 
mile  or  so  beyond,  and  what  a  trans- 
formation here.  We  have  passed 
through  No  Mans'  Land  to  a  smil- 
ing countay  behind,  a  part  of  France 
held  for  four  jrears  in  bondage.  Away 
to  the  right  are  three  villages.  They 
are  Baudemont,  Rumaucourt,  and 
Ecourt-8t.  Quentln.  From  a  distance 
It  looks  as  if  a  pocket  handkerchief 
might  cover  them.  They  atand  in- 
tact, the  churches  rislnir  above  the 
red  tiled  roofa.  The  whole  neatllng 
andd  groves  of  green  foliage. 

Leaves  Great  Spoil 

The  aight  of  these  villages  amid 
green  fields  is  more  eloquent  than 
anything  that  has  gone  before  of  the 
success  of  the  battle.  Jar  here,  as 
in  former  years,  the  Boehe  had  set- 
tled down  for  the  winter. 

He  had  filled  them  with  his  ma-  < 
terlal  of  war.  Now  all  of  It  is  In  our 
handa.  Rumaucourt,  particularly, 
waa  a  great  artillery  dump.  The 
Boche  had  huge  auppllea  of  ordnance 
and  material.  Here,  too,  araa  a  com- 
plete hospital  train.  In  Boeurt  -we 
captured  a  vaat  quantity  of  aopplles 
of  all  kinds.  Tucked  away  In  sup- 
posedly Impregnable  positions  In  the 
Qaeant-Drctcourt  Rne  ware  great 
depota  They  were  bejwnd  the  area 
we  ahelled.  Not  a  tile  was  out  of 
place  last  Monday.  But  no  sooner 
had  he  got  hto  i^lnd  after  hto  hasty 
exit  than  he  wreafcad  bis  arrath  oa 
thaaa  vlllagaa  Intact  though  they 
aaam  (Tom  a  -dlatanea.  on  entering 
thara  te  avidanoa  at  •my  hand  of 
the  pro  paaa  of  mla.

Intense  Indigiuttleh  has  been 
aroused  throughout  the  Allied  na- 
tions ss  a  result  of  the  foul  crime 
of  the  tlusstan  Bolshevlkl  In  the 
murder  of  Captain  Cromie.  BritMi 
Attache  In  Petrograd.  The  Brttlah 
Ooversment  has  ms^e  an  u^g^nt  de- 
nuind  for  reparation  by  the  iSoviet 
Government. 

Capt.  Cromie  was  a  nephew  of  llrs. 
Spencer  T.  Hankcy,  tZl  Newport 
Avenue,  in  this  dty.  Many  of  his 
younger  years  were  speht  as  a  mem- 
ber of  her  own  family.  At  about  the 
age  of  thirteen  he  became  a  cadet 
aboard  the  training  ship  Britannia, 
at  Dartmouth,  from  which  he  ontar- 
ed  the  naval  service  at  the  age  of 
sixteen.  Even  in  those  early  days 
he  displayed  an  extraor<llnary.  capa- 
city tor  brilliant  work.  He  distin- 
guished himself  in  the  operation  of 
the  British  Naval  Force  In  the  Ori- 
ent at  the  time  of  the  Boxer  eain- 
paign,  and  subsequently  was  given 
command  of  the  Hongkong '  subnutr-' 
Ine  flotllls,  which  poet  he  stilt  decu- 
pled at  the  outbreak  of  the  war: 

He  was  shortly  recalled  to  home 
irsters.  and  in  101S:waa  in  conunand 
of  the  British  submarine  B-10  which 
won  s  diffleult  psspage  Into  the  Bal- 
tic and  ssnK  ihe  German  .cruiser  Un- 
dine, ss  well  s«  sinking  or  destroy- 
ing some  ten  or  more  German  steam* 
Iftrs  in  the  same  waters.  In  this  con- 
nection, it  is  good  to  be  able  to  add 
that  thA  treatment  m«»ted  out  to  his 
prisoners  by  the  then  Lieut.. Com- 
msnder.  caus<^d  them  to  cheer  hlih 
from  their  boats,  even  white  their 
ships  were  sinking.  In  November  ef 
the  same  year  h^  assumed  oornmand 
of  the  Baltic  Aotilla.  and  In  May, 
1914.  was  awarded  the  D.  8.  O.  l»y 
his  Government. 

Many    rmtratloos 

As  a  result  of  his  able  work  for 
Russta  in  the  Baltic  operations  he 
was  personally  dsoorated  by  the  la(e 
femperor  Nicholas  With  ths  £amo«s 
Cross  of  St.  as«rge,  often  called  ths 
Russian  Victoria  Cross.  Later  he 
was  given  the  distinction  of  the  Or- 
der of  Vladimir  and  the  Order  of  gt. 
Ann  with  the  Swords,  botb  confer- 
red by  the  Russian  GeVsmmeht. 
Aside  from  these  recognitions  he  had 
The  China  Medal,  for  his  services  in 
the  .Orient;  the  Humane  Society's 
Medal,  for  saving  the  life  of  one  of 
his  men  in  home  waters,  aad  thei 
Legion  of  Honor,  from  l^'ranos,  in 
this  war. 

During  the  Russian  Revelittleo  he 
bandied  the  situation  with  grsat  tact 
4nd  In  April.  l#]t.  was  respeiiulbfe 
for  the  destruction  and  evatuhtlon 
of  four  submartaea  la  the  BaHle. 
Owing  to  hto  knowledce  of  the  Rua- 
sian*.  and  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  that  country,  he  assumed  tre- 
mendoas   worth   to   the   British   Gov-

The  first  annual  exhibit  of  the  Cot- 
Uve  Oardenem'  AaaocUtion  of  Ward 
Seven,  Baaalch.  was  held  yesterday 
afternoon  in  the  Tlllicum  school, 
and  waa  a  greater  success  than  even 
Ita    orvanisers    anticipated. 

Over  .200  Individual  exhibits  greet- 
ed Dr.  8.  F.  Tolmie.  M.  P..  and  Mr.

An  intsrosting  feature  in 
connection  with  the  payment  of  pen- 
sions In  foreign  countriee  ia  that  the 
Canadian  Ooi^eiliment  haa  entered 
into  an  aareement  wtth  6ther  Goyern- 
menta  in  respect  to  tha  reciprocal  pay- 
ments of  pensions. 

The  Government  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  New  Zealand  and  the  Cana- 
dian Government  have  made  arranfe- 
ments  whereby  a  Canadian  pensioner 
residing  in  either  New  Zealand  Is  paid 
by  the  Government  of  the  country  in 
which  he  resides,  but  at  the  Canadian 
rate  oT  pension.  In  return  for  this 
consideration  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment likewise  pays  New  Zealand  pen- 
sioners residing  In  Canada  but  at  the 
pension  rate  as  laid  down  bj^  tho  re- 
spective  governments. 

In  order  to  make  this  point  moro 
lucid  an  example  mlaht  be  quoted  as 
follows:  A  man  Is  awarded  a  Cana4Uan 
pension  at  tha  rate  of  ISS.Sa  por 
month.  He  gooa  to  New

not  so  high  as  the  rata  paid  by  tho 
Canadian  Government,  but  tho  man 
la  still  paid  at  the  Canadian  rata.  '^TImi 
same  instance  would  apply  in  tha 
of  a  man  who  aenred  In  the  New 
land  forcaa  balna  awarded  a 
under  tho  New  Baaland  Gfavammaatla 
aioalo  of  pension.

Export  Trade  Is  Practically  at 
Standstill  and  Shortage  of 
Money  Hampers  Production 
for  Future  'Markets. 


A  oorreapoadent  writlna  to  a  Boa- 
ton,  Maaa..  paper,  aaya  that  Swltser- 
land'a  textile  fnduatry  Is  passing 
through  a  severe  crisis.  Two-thirds 
of  the  factories  have  been  closed 
down.  The  belligerent  countries  of 
both  the  Kntente  and  Central  Powers 
have  eloaad  thalr  froatlara  against  the 
importation  of  Swlsa  artlolea  of 
laxory  and  only  permit  the  docaslonal 
entry  of  theae  articles  in  return  for 
largo  loana.  Theae  financtal  tranaac- 
tlona  ara  already  eauaing  a  ahortago 
of  moaay  In  the  dloeount  market, 
and  hankers  fear  a  '  eriida  In  the 
Autumn.
